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$160,000 AND NO SIDEWALKS 
Last winter our Board of Selectmen decided 


that something should be done about Glen Road. 
A new school was being built. Children would be 
using the road to and from school. Avco and 
other traffic was using the highway in increas- 
ing numbers. The road is narrow, and has blind 
curves. Something should be done. 

The answer, as our Selectmen saw it, was to 
widen the road, and the cheapest way to widen 
the road, they believed, would be through the 
use of Chapter 90 construction funds, where the 
town pays one quarter, the county pays one 
quarter, and the state pays one half. 

(The total allocation of Chapter 90 Con- 
struction funds, ineluding town, county and 
state, is $26,000 a year) 

Now a hearing has been heard, on this pro- 
posal. The County Commissioners were kind 
to come to Wilmington Tuesday evening to hear 
the opinions of the people. 

The people opposed, 38 to 2, or thereabouts. 
Ex Town Manager Joe Courtney was the principal 
opponent. Joe pointed out the costs, without 
going into detail. Joe pointed out the increas- 
ing truck traffic, which the town would be pow- 
erless to regulate, and which would be increas— 
ed many fold if it were a County Road. Everyone 
agreed with Joe, and said so. 

Let's look at the costs. 

The street is 6900 feet long. The taking 
would increase the width from 30 to 50 feet, or 
10 feet on each side. Many of the homes would 
find their front doors on the street line, and 
the damages could be tremendous, in such a case 

A conservative figure for damages is about 
$500 for 100 feet of frontage. (Remember, just 
recently, on Park Street, one damage claim was 
settled for $1200). 

6900 feet, for both sides of the street, 
would amount to 13,800 feet. At $500 per hun- 
dred, this would total $69,000. 

Call it $60,000, to be safe. 

Wilmington would have to pay all these da- 
mages, as they came due, and they would all 
probably come due in one year. The Cotinty would 
not help, and the State would not help. Our tax 
rate could easily jump three dollars, and con~- 
ceivably jump four, just to settle the damages, 
and before one bit of work had been done. 

Then there is the cost of construction. The 
state today is insisting on a 30 foot travelled 
way (they did on Park Street). The road would 
have to be constructed according to standards 
set up by the state. A reasonable estimate is 
$15 a running foot, or oVer $100,000 for Glen 
Road. 

At $26,000 a year it would take four years, 
just to have the road built. 

We still wouldn't have sidewalks, and tie 
children would have been walking the street all 
that time without the protection we wish to 
give them. 

Then we could start building sidewalks, pre- 
sumably with the town's money. 

We would be wise to build from about Fay St. 
to Main Street. That is the portion of the road 
that will be most heavily travelled by the 
children (A cut off could, and perhaps should 
be made to the school, down Garden Avenue, 
whieth would certainly reduce traffic hazards 
and possibly the need for sidewalks for part of 
the distance).

THE DOUBLE ENDED BOTTLE NECK 

One thing is certain, and that is if the 
town does vote for Urban Renewal it will want 
to get its money's worth. 

Messrs Victor Gruen Associates have now pre- 
sented our Wilmington Housing Authority with a 
land use plan, for the proposed Urban Renewal 
in Wilmington Square. 

As far as planning goes it isn't bad. The 
local representatives of Victor Gruen are ca- 
pable men, and they have worked hard. The plan 
is remarkably like oné discussed in the Seleet- 
men's meeting several years ago, before Urban 
Renewal was hardly discussed. 

But Messrs Victor Gruen have proposed a 90 
foot wide main street, with seperated lanes, 
two for each direction plus a parking lane. It 
is éstimated that such a Main Street will cost 
about $150,000. 

What good will it accomplish? We have a bot- 
tle neck at the railroad crossing and Middlesex 
Avdnue, and we have even a worse bottleneck at 
Main Street and Burlington Avenue. Néither of 
these will be bettered in the proposed plan. 

In spite of the fiasco we experienced in the 
brief trial of rotary traffic, not too long ago 
we are convinced that it will not only work, 
but will present the town, if properly planned, 
with many advantages. 

Several years ago, when Wilmington Square 
was tied up in a terrible snow storm the Police 
Department made rotary traffic work for a day, 
and again on a later occasion. It worked fine, 
because it had to work. It can work just as 
well in the future, if we really want it to, 
and can vastly improve many features of the 
town at the same time. 

On the opposite page is a sketch of the Vic- 
tor Gruen plan, with a 90 foot Main Street, and 
beside it a plan prepared by this paper, show 
ing features which we believe should be incorp- 
orated in Urban Renewal, if’ we are to have it. 

Remember, we will spend over $1 million, in 
Urban Renewal. If we are to havé it, let us not 
have a bottleneck at each end.of our shopping 
center. 

ON GRAVEL OPERATIONS 

It is difficult for the people of Wilmington 
to understand how a Court of Law allows opera- 
tions of an undesirable nature, such as some 
of our gravel pits, to continue. One of our 
justices, looking at the Hathaway Gravel pit, 
in North Wilmington remarked 'I see nothing 
wrong' This same justice, we are told, has made 
similar rulings in other similar cases. 

In our humble opinion the Justice involved 
should have referred to the declaration of the

ease of Burlington v. Dunn, 318 Mass 216 (1945) 

The Court then declared: 

"The stripping of top soil from a tract of 
land is not only likely to produce disagreeable 
dust and noise during the process, which may be 
prolonged, but, more important, after it is 
completed, it leaves a desert area in which for 
a long period of time nothing will grow except 
weeds and brush. It permanently destroys the 
soil for agricultural use and commonly leaves 
the land almost valueless for any purpose.

community can hardly be otherwise than pérma— 
nently to depress values of other lands in the 
neighborhood and to render them less desirable 
for homes. If this process should be repeated 
upon tract after tract of suburban land, the 
cumulative effect might well be disastrous to 
certain localities. The town must continue to 
maintain roads and public services past such 
blighted areas in spite of the fact that taxa- 
ble values are destroyed and developmant re~ 
tarded. All this concerns the public welf'are in 
the constitutional sense". 

The same Justice who ruled on the Hathaway 
pit on Salem Street ruled, we understand, on 
the Dias pit, off Coneord Street. In that case 
the Zoning Law, according to our interpretation 
most certainly did apply, but the court held 
otherwise. 

We are told that a number of rulings have 
sustained the position of the Zoning By-Laws, 
and we have been referred to the following ca- 
ses: 

Wilbur v. Newton. 302 Mass 38 (1938) “awn of. 
Lexington; Menatomy Trust Co. 304 Mass 28¢gF 


(1939) ; Saugus v. B.’ Perini & Sons, Ine. 305 
Mass 403 (1940); Burlington v. Dunn. 318 Mass 
216 (1946); and Butler v. Town of Ff t Bridge- 
water. 330 Mass 33 (1953). 

In all these cases the Zoning Law of the 
towns were upheld. 

But the Justice who ruled on the Dias case 
did not uphold our Zoning Law.
